fiber X? The answer is definitely no 
The manufacturer of the textile 
places his label with the name of his 
designated fiber. To label the garment 


vith any additional information will 


not give enlightenment but rather add 
to the confusion and exaggeration. It 
vill enable the expedient, reckless 
merchant to promote at the expense 
of consumer confusion, On the other 
hand. the traditional retailer will be 
left with the problem of untangling 
the mess created by the expedic nt and 
vill be spending most of his time ex 
plaining away the exaggerated clam 
of the bargain-counter promotion 

The traditional retail specialist 
pon ored many of the present day 
important label requirements and 
marking methed It was the retailer 
who educated the public to the meas 
ured shirt-sleeve length and its proper 
marking. He played an important part 
in establishing uniform sizing of sport 
hirt He encouraged and gave his 
support to the adoption of standard 
launnderability labeling. This same re 
tailer would stand behind the pr 
posed labeling act it he for ome 
moment thought it would further good 
merchandising 

The proposed legislation in its pre 
ent suggested form cannot serve the 
purpose intended, It is a law being 
fostered by one segment of the indus 
trv to the effect that because we have 
to do it the other textile people shall 
ty compelled to do it. If there need 
he law to protect the consumer, then 
ve re specttull submit standards must 
be deve loped that would first provide 
the consumer with the ability to dis 
cern and compare the legend of the 
label.
